BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
has announced the name of 
a new not-for-profit cultural 
trust being set up to run a 
range of arts and cultural 
facilities. 

Awen Cultural Trust Ltd will go 
live in autumn 2015 and will be 
responsible for Porthcawl’s Grand 
Pavilion, Maesteg Town Hall, 
Bryngarw House and Country Park, 
and Blaengarw Workmen’s Hall, along 
with the entire library service, some 
community centres and two work- 
based projects for adults with 
disabilities. 

‘Awen’, an ancient Welsh word for 
artistic inspiration, has been chosen by 
staff as a fitting name for the new 
organisation. 

An independent board of trustees 
has also been appointed, led by local 
man Alan Morgan, who has been 
nominated as chair designate. 

Currently the managing director of 
Hafod Housing association, he has 
worked for both Welsh and local 
government. 

He is involved with a number of 
third sector organisations, as well as 
being a school governor. 

Mr Morgan said: “Enhancing the 


cultural wellbeing of local people and 
visitors to the area is Awen’s number 
one priority. As the newly-appointed 
chair, I look forward to working with 
my board colleagues and the wider 
team to create a vibrant cultural 
service that is accessible to all.” 

Coun Phil White, BCBC’s cabinet 
member for adult social care, health 
and wellbeing, added: “We are 
delighted to see people of such high 
calibre appointed to the board of the 
new cultural trust. 

“These individuals have a great deal 
of skill and experience, as well as a 
passion for and commitment to these 
wonderful services and facilities. 

“Along with the committed staff 
teams, I’m sure they have the 
necessary creativity and business 
acumen to meet the challenges of 
sustaining cultural provision in what 
will no doubt be a difficult financial 
climate.” 

The GEM asked about new staffing 
and a BCBC spokesman said: ““Staff 
will transfer across to the new cultural 
trust under TUPE regulations and the 
trust will develop a management 
structure that is fit-for-purpose for an 
organisation of its size. 

“It will be led by a chief executive 
and a small senior management team 
that will be accountable to a voluntary 
board of trustees.”

Vale town’s anger 
as Nat West bank 
closes its doors...

A RESIDENT in a 
multi-occupation 
house in Bridgend 
was confronted by 
a neighbour 

wielding an axe, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Shortly before, 
Wayne Morris (39) had 
placed a message under 
the door of Stewart 
Hibbert, which read: 
“Knock my door, you 

Morris admitted a 
charge of affray and 
was jailed for 18 weeks, 
the sentence suspended 
for one year. 

He was also made 
subject to a supervision 
order for a year and 
directed to take part in a 
thinking skills 

programme and to pay a 
victim surcharge of 


£ 100 . 

Judge Neil Bidder 
said the case passed the 
custody threshold 
because Morris had 
used a weapon. But, he 
said, he had a history of 
mental health problems. 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said both men 
lived in accommodation 
in Nolton Street, 
Bridgend. At about 6pm 
on November 20 last 
year, Morris put a note 
under Mr Hibbert’s 
door. 

Hibbert went to the 
defendant’s room, 
where he was grabbed 
by the throat. 

In Morris’ right hand, 
said Mr James, he held 
an axe and he swung it 
towards Mr Hibbert’s 
face. 

Mr Hibbert moved 
out of the way, grabbed 
the weapon, which 


went to the floor, and 
punched Morris, before 
fleeing from the scene. 

When arrested, 
Morris admitted he had 
had the axe. He 
claimed Mr Hibbert had 
been “causing him 
issues for a while.” 

He admitted writing 
the note. 

He said Mr Hibbert 
had been aggressive to 
him. 

Morris’ counsel, 
Kevin Seal, said his 
client’s health was the 
best it had been in three 
or four years. 

The Judge said the 
circumstances of the 
offence were very 
serious, but Morris’s 
responsibility was very 
substantially reduced 
because of significant 
mental health problems 
over a considerable 
period of time.

NAT WEST Bank is 
to close its doors in 
Llantwit Major on 
November 25, and 
local people greeted 
the announcement, 
made last week, with 
a mixture of anger 
and frustration. 

What will mb salt in 
the wounds is that the 
nearest branch will soon 
be Cowbridge which has 
a smaller population. 

A Facebook page has 
been set up to campaign 
against the closure. 

A Nat West 
spokeswoman told The 
GEM it was working 
hard to ensure there are 
a number of alternative 
ways for people in the 
area to continue to bank 
with them. 

“In Llantwit Major 
we have reached an 
agreement with the local 
Post Office, which is a 
short distance away 


from the branch so that 
our customers can check 
their balances, deposits 
and withdraw funds, and 
business customers can 
get coinage.” 

The spokeswoman 
stressed: “There are five 
Post Offices within six 
and a half miles of the 
branch. 

“We intend to retain 
our ATM in the local 
community, and there 
are also two other free to 
use ATMs within one 
mile of the branch.” 

She explained that the 
number of people using 
the branch had 
dwindled: “The number 
of transactions taking 
place at Llantwit Major 
has dropped by 14 per 
cent since 2011 and only 
61 customers use the 
branch on a regular 
weekly basis. Thirty 
four of these customers 
already use other 
branches in the area. 

“We are committed to 
following the UK 
Government protocol on 
branch closures, and we 
have made the decision 
following careful 

consideration of a wide 
range of factors 
including branch usage 
and the alternative ways 
our customers can bank 
with us locally. 

“Our customers are 
increasingly using 
alternative ways to bank 
such as online and 
mobile banking. As a 
result, branch 

transactions have 
declined by around 36 
per cent since 2010 
whilst online and mobile 
transactions have grown 
by more than 300 per 
cent. 

“Only 9 per cent of 
their total transactions 
are now undertaken in 
branches in comparison 
to 25 per cent in 2010. 

“We are writing to all 
of our customers who 
use the branch, as well 


as displaying posters in 
the branch to let them 
know of the closure. 

“Between now and 
the closure date, we will 
engage with all of our 
customers, local 

businesses and the wider 
local community to 
make sure they are 
aware of the alternative 
ways of accessing their 
banking with us in the 
local area, and to answer 
any questions they 
might have.” 

The announcement 
shocked local people. 

One Llantwit Major 
resident, Debra Powell, 
said she was 
disappointed, and 
concerned for older 
customers of Nat West. 

“I was dismayed to 
receive the letter from 
Nat West. I feel this is a 
huge disservice to the 
residents and businesses 
of Llantwit Major. 

“I am one of the lucky 
ones who can drive over 
to the Cowbridge branch 
but I do worry for our 
elderly residents and 
those who rely on public 
transport which is not 
100 per cent reliable.” 

Coun Gwyn John said 
he was due to have a 
meeting with the bank 
shortly. “I will be 
suggesting they do as 
Barclays have done; Nat 
West could open three 
days and do the same at 
Cowbridge. 

“In addition, if they 
want to make real 
savings, they could cut 
senior management. We 
must make every effort 
to save our banks in 
Llantwit Major, which is 
the third largest town in 
the Vale.” 

Ceri Malessa- 

Thompson, the chair of 
Cylch Meithrin 

Llanilltud Lawr parents’ 
committee, said it would 
pose major problems for 
the organisation 

including increasing its 


costs. 

“As a small, local 
charity, we are saddened 
to hear that the Llantwit 
Major branch of Nat 
West bank is due to 
close. Having held a 
charity bank account 
with them since our 
opening, the prospect of 
having to travel to 
Cowbridge just to visit 
our ‘local’ branch is 
simply unfeasible as our 
main member of staff 
for banking doesn’t 
drive. 

“As a charity account, 
we have several 
restrictions imposed 
upon us regarding 
internet banking which 
means access to a 
branch is vital for the 
smooth running of our 
accounts. 

“We are concerned 
that this closure will 
cause problems with fee 
payments from the 
families who use our 
services as many prefer 
to pay in cash. 

“We sincerely hope 
that Nat West takes into 
account the strong 
feelings of local users, 
who have already set up 
a Lacebook group 
campaigning to stop 
closure and enlisted the 
help of Alun Cairns.” 

Vale AM Jane Hutt, 
local MP Mr Cairns and 
regional AM Andrew RT 
Davies told The GEM 
earlier this week that 
they planned to meet 
bank chiefs to express 
public concern at the 
decision.

Wales’ world champ 
Lee Selby is made a 
‘Freeman’ of his town 


AT a special meeting of Barry Town 
Council in July, it was unanimously 
agreed that Lee Selby of Barry should be 
made an Honorary Freeman of the town, 
in recognition of his exceptional 
achievements in boxing, most notably his 
recent IBF featherweight champion title. 

Lee and his family were invited to the 
council chamber to receive the Freedom 
Scroll, followed by a meal in his honour, 
hosted by the Mayor of Barry, Coun Emma 
Pritchard. 

The act of granting an individual 
“Freedom of the Town” (known as Honorary 
Freeman) is now seen as an honorary title 
and is only awarded to those who have 
“rendered eminent services to the town 
within the meaning of Section 259 of the 
Local Government Act 1933” and is the 
highest honour a council can bestow. 

A council spokesman said: “The last time 
Barry Town Council bestowed this honour 
was 11 years ago to celebrate David Davies 
and his success at winning a silver medal in 
the Olympic Games. 

Councillors praised Lee for being an 
inspiring role model and reiterated how 
proud Barry is of him. 

“In the 13th Century, the title of 
‘Freeman’ would be seen as an ‘economic 
transaction’, a person would pay a fee and it 
would give them trading rights in the richest 
part of the kingdom and has been described 
as a “medieval quality control or trading 
standards.” 

“There were a number of rights 
traditionally but apocryphally associated 
with freeman such as the right to drive sheep

and cattle through the town; to a silken rope, 
if hanged; to carry a naked sword in public; 
or if a policeman were to find a freeman 
drunk and incapable, they would be bundled 
into a taxi and sent home rather than thrown 
into a cell. 

“While sheep have occasionally been 
driven over London Bridge on special 
occasions, the rest of these ‘privileges’ are 
now effectively symbolic. However, the 
honour of the title still remains.”

A loving dog called Pixie 
leaves her home every 
morning of her own accord, 
and trots through the village 
of Flemingston to spend the 
day with William Lougher 
who suffered a stroke over two 
years ago. 

At the end of the day - again 
under her own steam - she 
returns home for the night. 

Pixie, a 14-year-old Jack 
Russell, lives with William’s 
daughter Rhiannon at a nearby 
farm. She was a little lost when 
Rhiannon’s son Charlie (22) went 
off to university - but found a 
new vocation. 

William (85) a fourth 
generation farmer who served as 
a steward at the Vale Show for 50 
years, said: “She comes every 
morning and stays with me. I 
couldn’t cope without her.” 

His wife Thelma explained: 
“William’s sight was affected by 
the stroke and Pixie will even 
walk in front of him to help him. 

“My husband had been so 
active all his life, it has been 
frustrating, but Pixie calms him 
completely.” 

Thelma can’t always be around 
so it is a relief for her to know 
that Pixie is always at her 
husband’s side. 

William suffered his stroke two 
and a half years ago, and when 


Pixie visited him at Llandough 
Hospital, a special bond was 
formed. 

Thelma said: “The visit proved 
a real turning point in my 
husband’s recovery.” 

When William returned home 
Pixie began her daily journeys 
across the village to spend the day 
with him. 

At one stage, when Pixie had 
had a hysterectomy, the roles 
were reversed and William looked 
after her. 

Rhiannon said: “Pixie leaves 
home at between 7.30am and 
8.30am. She makes her way half a 
mile up the road through the 
village to spend the day with my 
father. In the winter, she wears a 
fluorescent coat and flashing 
collar. 

“She hasn’t missed a day in 
over two years and decides at the 
end of the day when to return 
home. 

“It can vary. If he has a carer 
or visitor, she will not leave his 
side, guarding him at all costs.” 

Local people know to keep a 
watchful eye on Pixie as she 
makes her way to William’s house 
from the farm and back. 

During his time sheep farming, 
he had up to five dogs - including 
a couple of up and coming 
younger ones - and now in his 
retirement, he has another 
devoted companion.

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Eamonn takes on a 
Matterhorn challenge 

AT THE AGE OF 62!

A LOCAL man has 
climbed the 
Matterhorn at the 
age of 62 - fulfilling 
a long-time dream 
that seemed to be 
slipping away after 
he had been forced 
to abandon his last 
five attempts. 

Eamonn McGreevy 
from Llantwit Major 
retired from his post as a 
commercial airline pilot 
seven years ago but, 
rather than put his feet 
up, he set hi mself a 
number of challenges. 

He was a keen 
distance mnner and he 
decided to step up his 
efforts in that field - but 
he also decided to 
conquer one of Europe’s 
iconic mountains, The 
Matterhorn. 

Now, there are a 
number of mountains that 
can be walked up, 
without specialist 
climbing skills. Eamonn 
told The GEM that Mont 
Blanc is one such, but 
that is emphatically not 
the case with the 
Matterhorn - at 15,000 
feet it is a real challenge. 

Eamonn explained: 
“This year is the 150th 
anniversary of the first 
successful climb to the 
summit of The 
Matterhorn. 

“A team of seven 
British climbers reached 
the top, but on the 
descent, four of them 
died when someone 
slipped.” 

Ever since then, only 
the most experienced 
mountaineers can tackle 
it without an expert 
guide. 

Ironically, in 

Eamonn’s case, it seemed 
as if one challenge was 
hampering the other. In 
recent years, he has had 
knee problems which he 


puts down to the 
increased mileage 
covered when he runs. 

He has had four 
operations - two on each 
knee - and this has 
forced him to cancel 
attempts to climb The 
Matterhorn. 

Eamonn said: “At age 
62, it seemed like time 
was running out. Each 
year I booked a guide 
and started training. 

“Each year brought 
disappointment; either 
illness, injury or bad 
weather scuppered my 
plans. 

“On my climbing 
helmet it says ‘NGUNS’, 
which stands for ‘Never 
Give Up - Never 
Surrender’.

Cattle market 
plans ‘excellent’ 


W ELL DONE 
to the Vale 
Marketing 

Community Enterprise 
(VMCE). The plans 
for the Cowbridge 
cattle market site seem 
excellent. 

However, the funding 
proposals look 
precarious. The 
sponsors may be lucky 
with grants but unless 
some generous 
benefactors come along 
I doubt whether the 
necessary money could 
be raised through 
community bonds with 
the sort of returns that 
have been reported. 

Nevertheless, selling 
the site for housing (the 
alternative Vale 
proposal) is not an 
answer either. The 
farmers would lose their 
market and the town 
would lose some 400 


vital car parking spaces. 

Trade would be 
depressed and the 
Market Theatre and the 
Scout Hut would be 
under grave threat due to 
lack of adjacent parking. 

Cowbridge is, of 
course, a conservation 
area and there are rigid 
planning guidelines but 
you can’t fit quarts into 
pint pots. However, it is 
possible to envisage a 
visually attractive and 
exciting medium rise 
block of quality flats 
which could stand out as 
a Cowbridge landmark. 

There seems to be a 
demand for such high 
quality accommodation 
in Cowbridge and the 
income from sales might 
well pay for the 
community aspects of 
the Market Quarter 
development.

Council says legal costs 
will rise if courts close 


BRIDGEND County Borough Council 
(BCBC) is urging the UK Government to 
re-think its proposal to close Bridgend 
Law Courts. 

The Ministry of Justice is consulting on plans to 
close 91 court and tribunal buildings in England and 
Wales in an aim to reduce “surplus capacity”. 

Bridgend Law Courts is one of 11 Welsh courts 
under threat, with Justice Secretary Michael Gove 
insisting that the closures would still leave 95 per 
cent of people within an hour’s drive of their nearest 
court. 

The Leader of BCBC, Coun Mel Nott OBE, said: 
“As it is now, it isn’t always easy to get victims of 
crime, witnesses and defendants to come into 
Bridgend for court hearings, so it would clearly be a 
much tougher task for them to travel to Cardiff.” 

“I do not believe it is in the interests of justice for 
our communities to be left without easy access to the 
law courts, so I have made a representation on behalf 
of the council in opposition to the closure of 
Bridgend Law Courts.” 

Coun Nott, who served as a magistrate for 25 
years, added: “The closure would also have a direct 
impact on the local authority as council staff 
currently have close access to the courts for their 
involvement in criminal and childcare litigation, and 
the closure would lead to increased staffing costs. 

“We have already reduced our criminal litigation 
as a result of budget cuts, and the proposed closure 
could place the public at risk through the inability to 
fund public protection litigation.” 

The consultation runs until October 8 and further 
details can be found at www.gov.uk/moj. 

The 10 other Welsh court buildings earmarked for 
closure include: Brecon Law Courts, Neath and Port 
Talbot Civil and Family Court and Pontypridd

Ogmore MP, Huw Irranca-Davies, said: “Access 
to justice is getting harder and harder under this 
Conservative government. It may look easy from a 
minister’s desk in London to close these courts, but 
it means my constituents are being denied justice. 

“This is on top of devastating cuts to legal aid, so 
that people faced with family disputes and domestic 
violence have to face court without legal advice, so 
justice is only available to the wealthy who can pay 
for it. David Cameron must tell his ministers to think 
again, and reverse these closure proposals.”

Gerry clocks up 
a remarkable 70 
years on the farm

A Vale farmworker has 
clocked up an incredible 
70 years of service! 

Gerry Crump (84) strolled up 
to Wrinstone Farm, which nestles 
on the gentle countryside 
overlooking Wenvoe, looking for 
a job one Sunday afternoon in 
1945 and has worked there ever 
since. 

The farm is run by Gwyn and 
Madeleine Rees, and Gwyn told 
The GEM: “My sister can still 
remember the day he came up 
and was talking to my father. My 
father told us he was a local boy 
who wanted a job. He’s become 
one of the family.” 

Gerry is originally from Devon 
and he moved to Wenvoe with his 
family at the age of 18 months. 
His father travelled round with a 
sh ir e horse that went to stud at 
local farms. 

In fact when Gerry began work 
in the 40s it was with horses 
rather than tractors! 

“Somebody recommended that 
I go up to the farm, so I went that 
Sunday afternoon with my 
brother Ted. I started work at 
14 - and getting up in the 
morning and off to the farm has 
been a way of life.” 


Gerry said it has been a 
“contented” existence and has no 
plans yet to retire, stressing: “You 
have to have something to get up 
for in life.” 

When Gerry made that walk 
up to Wrinstone all those years 
ago, he didn’t know it was lucky 
that the farm was still standing! 

Gwyn explained: “In 1943, the 
Germans dropped two bombs - 
one hit the end of the farmhouse 
and the other one landed in a 
nearby brook. 

“The windows were blown out 
and the slates came off the roof. 

“We think the Germans were 
dropping some spare bombs after 
a mission over Cardiff. If it had 
been a direct hit, the family 
would have been killed.” 

At the time, the farm was run 
by Gwyn’s father Aubrey, who 
had come from Penmark Farm, 
and his mother Hilda, who had 
arrived from Cliff Farm, 
Flancarfan. 

For many years, Wrinstone 
was a dairy farm, but it moved 
out of that area of farming in 
2008 and now has cattle, 
breeding ewes, 45 acres of com 
and an acre of potatoes. 

Gwyn and Gerry have worked 
happily together over the decades 


in a place visitors describe as “a 
beautiful place, right by Cardiff, 
but out in the wilds”. 

Gerry was working four days a 
week until this January when he 
had an eye problem and had to 
have treatment at the University 
Hospital of Wales. Consequently, 
he’s scaled the working week 
down to three days. 

In all other respects, he is in 
fine fettle. 

Gwyn said: “Gerry’s always 
done things well on the farm. I 
don’t think people will see his 
sort of dedication again. 

“In 1963, there was terrible 
snow and the lanes were blocked 
for six weeks. Gerry walked 
across the fields every day to 
come up and milk the cows. 

“Seventy years is a marvellous 
achievement. He’s never had a 
week off sick. I saw a shepherd 
on TV at the Royal Welsh Show 
who got a medal for doing 42 
year - Gerry’s done a lot longer 
than that.” 

Gerry has no plans for 
retirement and says he and his 
wife Phyllis will know when it is 
time for him to call it a day. 

The GEM’s already put Gerry’s 
75th anniversary in the diary!

Pencoed, St Brides, Cowbridge and elsewhere in 
the Vale, but there are many more to be tackled in 
Bridgend county and the Vale of Glamorgan. 

The Llynfi, Garw and Ogmore valleys are sorely 
in need of inclusion. 

If you are out and about in the countryside why 
not take part and contribute to this nationwide 
undertaking? 

You don’t need to be a member of Ramblers to 
take part, but all of us who recognise the benefits 
and enjoyment of walking in our wonderful 
landscape will benefit from any improvements, to 
the national asset that the footpath network is, that 
come out of the exercise.

THESE FOUR AREN’T 
VERY FANTASTIC - BUT 

THERE IS POTENTIAL! 


HE 

omnipresen 
ce of the 
superhero film 
has seen returns 
for those 
characters who 
didn’t quite work 
out first time 
around. 

Netflix has 

welcomed Daredevil to 
the fold, as well as The 
Punisher, who’ll be 
appearing in the second 
season of his show, 
while on the big screen 
Superman, rescued 
from the ambivalence 
of Superman Returns in 
2006, is lining up to 
take on Batman next 
year. 

Two Fantastic Four 
films in the noughties 
yielded little love, so 
it’s unsurprising that 
they make a return to 
the big screen under the 
direction of Chronicle 
director Josh Trank. 
Reed Richards (Miles 
Teller) is a young 
scientist who, along 
with colleagues Sue 
Storm (Kate Mara), her 
brother Jonny (Michael 
B Jordan), Ben Grimm 
(Jamie Bell) and Victor 
Von Doom (Toby 
Kebble) are affected 
when a journey to an 
alternative dimension 
results in some 
unwelcome side-effects 
(elasticity, invisibility, 
the ability to set 


themselves aflame and 
turning to rock among 
them); but as they 
attempt to adapt to their 
new-found abilities, a 
face from their past 
threatens the world... 

Given how important 
creating a good 
impression is in the 
world of film, the 
auspices haven’t been 
great for Fantastic 
Four. Rumours of 
reshoots being 
required, director Josh 
Trank being removed 
from the project, the 
studio dissatisfied with 
the finished product 
and negative reactions 
from the internet 
ranging from the 
casting to the look of 
the film, means that in 
the eyes of many this 
film is going to be 
anything but fantastic. 

The finished product 
is a mixed bag, some 
intriguing and smartly 
thought-out elements 
rubbing shoulders with 
some peculiar narrative 
choices and an 
emphasis on world¬ 
building rather than 
creating engaging 
characters; while it 
certainly isn’t fantastic, 
it is by no means a 
complete disaster. 

First, the good: it’s 
clear that director Josh 
Trank (who has 
recently suggested that 
this cut of the film isn’t 
the version he wanted 
released) wanted to

take a different route to 
the multitude of other 
superhero films that 
have filled up 
multiplexes. This is a 
film that is more 
focused on the science 
behind what gives the 
group their powers, and 
the impact it has on 
their lives, and by 
taking this road less 
travelled, makes an 
interesting and more 
low-key offering. 

However, this only 
works if you are given 
a) the time to invest in 
the characters and their 
plight, and b) you get 
to see how a group of 
barely-adults can cope 
with something as life¬ 
changing as being 
given the ability to 


stretch or turn invisible. 

Sadly, the script sets 
up the questions and 
the fuddles the 
answers; we never get 
under the skin of any of 
the characters, so while 
the cast all do 
reasonably well, the 
audience are unable to 
connect with what they 
are going through, and 
Trank’s central idea of 
showing how they cope 
with their 
transformation is 
shamefully ruined with 
just a black screen and 
a caption. 

Only Jamie Bell’s 
Ben Grimm/Thing gets 
anything approaching a 
character arc that 
resonates, his 
transformation the most 
severe and the one that 
makes the character 
stand out. For the rest, 
it’s just a case of same 
old, their new-found 
abilities only coming 
into play at the film’s 
rushed, and 
underwhelming, 
cl im ax. 

A sense of being 
rushed is what spoils 
the film; its running 
time of 100 minutes is 
possibly 20 minutes too 
short (a rare complaint 
in this bloated age of 
cinema), and more time 
to get to know the 
characters and their 
motivations would have 
done the world of 
good. 

Trank’s stylish 


direction is muted and 
rooted in reality, and 
the rare moments of 
action, climax aside, 
are satisfying to watch, 
but there’s not enough 
of it, almost as if he 
wanted to show the 
audience what they can 
do before letting loose 
in the next instalment. 

It’s this attitude that 
ultimately does for 
Fantastic Four - it 
feels like all set-up, no 
pay-off, which is a real 
shame as there are 
elements here that 
could quite easily, with 
a bit of tweaking, 
coalesce into a very 
good, entertaining film; 
however, on the 
evidence of this film, 
these Four aren’t 
Fantastic just yet. 

VERDICT -A case 
of the bad outweighing 
the good, there are 
gems to be found in 
Fantastic Four but they 
find themselves buried 
beneath an emphasis on 
setting up the world of 
the characters, rather 
than the characters 
themselves. Rushed 
and lacking any stand¬ 
out moments, there is 
potential from Josh 
Trank’s film, but that’s 
all - whether it will be 
realised in future 
offerings remains to be 
seen. Average.

COMMUNITY 
regeneration 
specialist Keepmoat 
has again taken to 
the golf course - in a 
bid to raise money 
for Welsh children’s 
hospice, Ty Hafan.

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How to serve up your 
own championship lawn 


W IMBLEDON is a British 
institution, and for many 
heralds the start of true 
summertime. 

But Wimbledon would be nothing without the 
glorious green lawns which provide the backdrop to 
the tears, tension and celebrations that make its one 
of the most exciting annual sporting events. 

However very few people realise how easy it is 
to create their very own Wimbledon-worthy lawn at 
home. Here, Guy Jenkins from Johnsons Lawn 
Seed - the UK’s leading UK premium grass seed 
supplier - explains how. 

First service - Backing 
the number one seed: 

WIMBLEDON lawns are created using 100 per 
cent amenity perennial ryegrass of the highest 
quality. The mixture used is quite simply one 
type of top grade ryegrass, similar to Johnsons 
Lawn Seed’s ‘The V - new for the 2015 season 
(prices start from RRP £7.99 for a 500g carton). 

The difference with premium blends and budget 
brands of grass seed are the mixtures used; often 
unsuitable agricultural grasses are employed to bulk 
the pack out, so be on your guard. 

Before you look to buy your seed, use the 
Johnsons Lawn Seed product selector 
( www.johnsonslawnseed.com/seedselector.php ) to 
make sure you get the right seed for your garden. 
Tie break - avoid carving 
up the court with infrequent 
and heavy mowing: 
CUTTING the grass plays a huge part in 
maintenance, yet if done incorrectly, the damage 
to the grass plants you have sown and nurtured 
will only serve to set your championship lawn up 
for an early exit. 


At Wimbledon, the courts are cut very short on a 
daily basis, leaving a dense carpet of strong but 
fine-leaved grass plants. But not everyone has a 
team of groundskeepers looking after their grass, so 
be realistic and aim for twice a week. 

For the first cut of any newly sown lawn, avoid 
mowing any lower than 1 !4 inches. All grass plants 
will naturally grow vertically, towards the light, so 
if left growing will become tall and sparse in the 
cover they provide. 

By effectively pruning at the right height - 
cutting just the outer leaves at the top - the lower 
leaves can develop into thicker, stronger plants. 

If your lawn looks sparse, or has weeds filling 
the gaps, this is often a clear sign that you are 
cutting too short. 

Match point - getting 
back to the roots: 

MAKING sure the root system of your grass is 
the healthiest it can be is also very important. 

The Wimbledon lawns feature complex drainage 
systems beneath the turf, so to ensure you are 
thinking along the same lines, make sure to aerate 
your lawn in the dormant season - autumn being 
the best time for this. 

During summer however, just make sure the 
ground is not too waterlogged or compacted, by 
avoiding over-watering or feeding. 

Conversely, letting your lawn dry out will result 
in cracks exposing the roots, causing the grass to 
thin out and making it easier for weeds to take over. 

Championship lawns, like champions, aren’t 
created overnight. 

However if you start planning now, choose the 
right seed, mow at the correct height and make sure 
the ground beneath the grass is in good shape, 
you'll be all set to host your own home-grown 
tennis tournament next year.

What a brilliant week 
for the Romilly bowlers! 


IT has been a brilliant week for Barry 
Romilly Bowling Club, with success for 
the Munro Cup side, the ‘A’ Side and two 
wins for the club side.

‘Rom’ overcome Troedyrhiw 
THE ‘Rom’ welcomed Troedyrhiw to the Park on 
Friday evening in a re-arranged fixture of vital 
importance in context of the league as 
Troedyrhiw, although some 25 shots behind, had 
two games in hand. 

The game had to be reduced to 18 ends to beat the 
light as the start was slightly delayed waiting for 
some visitors to arrive. 

When play began, the Romilly players appeared 
up for the game pressurising the visitors from the off 
and by the fifth end had a lead of nine shots. 

The rink of Alan Bannister, Ray Hewitson, Fred 
Phillips and Brian Foscolo for once hit the ground 
running, ahead by seven shots at the fifth and ten 
shots at the end of the 10th: 15-5. Mel Newman’s 
rink of Kelvyne Mills, Terry ‘Smiler’ Bloomfield 
and Clive Collins were down by one shot in the early 
ends but had a purple patch during ends six to 10 
scoring 13 shots without reply, moving ahead 16-4.

Romilly ran out overall winners by 90 - 48 taking

Fantastic win 

ROMILLY travelled to Caerphilly on Saturday, 
in confident mood having disposed of Troedyrhiw 
the previous evening, but uncertain of the team 
the home side would have available. 

Although the ‘Rom’ players enjoy pitching their 
skills against the best it was pleasing to the ear to 
find that two of their internationals, namely Marc 
Wyatt and Ian Henderson, were unavailable. 

The game began on a green which was difficult at 
best and took a lot of concentration to lay good 
bowls yet after five ends Romilly held a slender two 
shot lead. 

During ends six to ten, the ‘Rom’ players played 
well with all rinks ahead giving Romilly an overall 
advantage of 18 (47 - 29).

The visitors are a useful side and are able to create 
an upset, therefore the ‘Rom’ players had to be on 
their game to get a result - as the first five ends 
proved with the home side just ahead by three shots. 

Romilly desperately needed to up their game and 
this came from the rinks of Paul Williams and 
Howard Jones who surged into leads of 14 - 4 and 
13-5 respectively, offsetting the rink of Andrew 
Hacher who had gone behind 8-13, while Roger 
Jones’ rink held a one shot advantage leaving

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The Barry-born 
‘cook’ who won 
Grand National 

T HIS week’s subject from my out of 
print book Welsh Steeplechase 
Jockeys , which was published 
by Cwmnedd Press in 1993, is Grand 
National winning jockey John Cook. 

In 1971, Barry-bom John Cook became the first 
Welshman to win the Grand National since Mervyn 
Jones had been successful on Bogskar 31 years 
earlier. 

Riding the 28-1 chance Specify, owned by Fred 
Pontin, the 24 year-old former sailor, who was in 
fifth place jumping the last fence behind Sandy 
Sprite, Bowgeeno, Black Secret and Astbury, 
conjured up a late dash on the long mn-in to pip 
Black Secret by a neck. 

In winning this exciting race, John displayed one 
of the coolest examples of horsemanship ever seen at 
Aintree. His parents used to do the catering for the 
apprentices at Kingsclere and that is where he served 
his own apprenticeship with Welshman Evan 
Williams for some two-and-a-half-years, and later 
for the same period of time with Peter Hastings-Bass 
who had taken over the yard. 

John’s riding career really took off when he put an 
advertisement in the now sadly long-defunct 
Sporting Life in 1962, requesting rides. And as a 
result of the advertisement, he got a job with Frank 
Cundell at Aston Tirrold. 

John chalked-up the first of his 297 winners on 
Samoan Sun at Stratford the following year. He was 
associated with that wonderful steeplechaser Spanish 
Steps on whom he won the Black and White 
Whiskey Gold Cup (1968), Totalisator Champion 
Novice Chase (1969), Benson and Hedges Chase 
(1971), Hennessy Gold Cup (1969) and the Stones 
Ginger Wine Chase (1971). 

His biggesr success over hurdles was winning the 
Schweppes Gold Trophy on Cala Masquida in 1971. 

His race riding career was cut short in 1972 
when he broke his right leg for a second time. 

He later emigrated to Australia and after a long 
illness bravely borne, he died in 1999. He was aged 
just 62, a sad end for a wonderful jump jockey.

19. 

Young Sam Russell returned 3 for 37, Tom Merilhat 
3 for 42 and Alex Kurobasa 2 for 44. Bridgend were all 
out for 188 in the 39th over through the efforts of Tom 
Pearce 45, Troy Smith 29, Tom Dalton and Sam Pearce 
(both 22). 

After tea, it was the turn of Cowbridge to chase this 
formidable total. Cometh the hour, cometh the man and 
captain Michael Lloyd was that man. He carried his bat 
withl07 not out, finishing the game in fine style in the 
28th over with two consecutive sixes into the car park. 

He was ably supported by Tom Merilaht (20), 
Gethin Davies (16), Rian Thomas (17) and young Ed 
Thomas (17 n.o.). Mike’s century included five sixes 
and 11 fours. 

Cowbridge president Jeff Bird was delighted with 
the day’s proceedings and invited John Morgan 
(chairman of Bridgend CC) to present Mike with the 
1840 Cup. HW

T HE first close encounter of a 
Celtic kind took place at 
Lansdowne Road, Dublin on 
January 28,1882, when a raw Wales 
team took to the international field for 
the very first time in what was supposed 
to be a ‘friendly’ fixture against Ireland, 
who fielded 10 new caps that day. 

A pattern was immediately set that was to 
become very familiar over 132 years and 121 
fiercely-contested clashes - the first game 
being “frequently disrupted after disputes 
broke out from both sides”, according to one 
tactfully-worded account! 

Wales triumphed in the end by two goals, 
four tries to nil under the old scoring system, 
but such is the keen rivalry generated 
between the two, that the result is generally 
all but impossible to predict. 

None more so than in the latest ‘friendly’ 
encounter between the two - last Saturday at 
a near packed out Millennium Stadium in 
Cardiff - when both camps rested the bulk of 
their first choice players as part of the Rugby 
World Cup preparations. 

There was a crucial difference, though - 
while Ireland selected what was arguably 
almost a second string, firmly buttressed by 
vastly experienced players, Wales opted for 
an experimental line-up with only a 
smattering of ‘old hands’ in the mix. 

Wales’ assistant coach Shaun Edwards had 
candidly admitted beforehand that it was a 
calculated risk to field four new caps, relative 
novices and fringe players, even though there 
was nothing ostensibly at stake: “It’s almost 
like we are going into the unknown a little bit. 
We have got a lot of players we have seen play 
before, but who are playing with players they 
haven’t played with before”. 

And, sadly, that is exactly how it looked to 
the 74,000 spectators in the stadium and 
millions watching on TV, as the untroubled 
Irish romped to their 50th (and surely 
easiest) win over Wales - the 35-21 final 
result, if anything, flattering a home team 
that in truth was never in a one-sided contest 
from the opening set-piece. 

No wonder grim-faced head coach, Warren 
Gatland, looked shaken by the sheer scale of 
his team’s collective failings at the after¬ 
match press conference. 

After all, he had gambled on players who 
have been in continuous training together for 
two months to at least have a passing 
acquaintance with each other (no pun 
intended). 

“We are very disappointed with the way we 
played ...and the high number of handling 
errors and turnovers we conceded in the first 
half.... We gifted them too many soft points. 
“There are a number of aspects to work on. 

We made it quite easy for Ireland in the end,” 
he said drily. 

In fact, Wales were under the cosh up front 
from the outset, both in the tight and at the 
breakdown, being immediately forced into 
desperate defence. An inevitable score was 
not long delayed and it was seasoned Irish 
skipper Jamie Heaslip who strolled over 
unopposed for the first of five all too easy 
touchdowns. 

Outside half Paddy Jackson failed to 


convert, but after the embattled home eight 
were again pinned down on their own line, it 
led to an enforced penalty, which this time 
Jackson lofted over, and he followed this six 
minutes later by converting another stroll- 
over Irish try, this time by centre Darren 
Cave to put his side 15 points up in the first 
quarter. 

The more street-wise Irish then foiled a 
promising, if isolated, Welsh attack by 
dubious means, and promptly hit back with a 
try by man-of-the-match, Keith Earls, newly- 
restored to the Irish front line from long 
term injury. 

As if that wasn’t enough of a blow, the men 
in green then almost repeated the feat - with 
Wales again on the back foot and forced to 


concede a penalty - which Jackson 
converted, to put Ireland almost out of sight 
at 25-0 as halftime approached. 

Wales just had time to finally hit back at 
last with a neatly-worked try from a lineout 
near the Irish line - hooker Richard Hibbard 
scampering over in the corner, to a huge, 
relieved roar from the rugby-starved home 
crowd. 

Two minutes later, they nearly had more 
cause to celebrate in the same corner, when 
left wing Eli Walker performed an acrobatic 
leap to almost secure what would have been 
the try of the match, but just failed to touch 
down, as the whistle sounded the end of a 
bleak 40 minutes for Wales. 

There was another blow in store after the 


change-over when promising debutant Ross 
Moriarty (son of Paul and nephew of 
Richard) was unlucky to get a yellow card 
and Ireland were quick to capitalise with a 
fourth try by wing Simon Zebo, converted by 
Jackson, which stretched the lead to a 
seemingly unassailable 30-7 margin. 

Gatland had seen enough and began to 
empty the replacement bench, but the 
ironically named Felix Jones completed his 
side’s tally, for a workmanlike job well done. 

To their credit, this young, inexperienced 
Welsh side refused to lie down, with the 
outstanding Justin Tipuric now joined by 
Taulupe Faletau at the centre of a fight-back 
that eventually saw Tipuric complete a rare 
Welsh handling movement to score a try, 
converted by replacement Gareth Anscombe 
(winning his first cap since his transfer to 
Cardiff Blues from the land of his birth, New 
Zealand). 

Amazingly, there was just time to make the 
final score-line look a little more respectable 
at 35-21 when he converted a consolation try 
by his regional team mate, Alex Cuthbert, 
from the touchline. 

However, the Welsh camp can be under no 
illusions that this below-par performance 
was anything less than a serious setback to 
Rugby World Cup planning, with just four 
weeks or so to go to the tournament kick-off. 

In contrast, Irish head coach Joe Schmidt, 
expressed satisfaction that a number of his 
players had “put their hands up for World 
Cup selection”. 

They had not been surprised by Wales - 
“We had an advantage in experience... Our 
set-piece gave us opportunities and it was a 
tough environment out there for the Welsh 
youngsters,” he observed. 

While Saturday’s ‘friendly’ result in itself 
does not count and will soon be forgotten if 
Welsh fortunes take the expected upturn, it 
surely doesn’t offer the coaches (or the fans) 
much to cheer about in terms of achieving 
strength in depth; and will add to selection 
dilemmas for the return clash in Dublin. 

That in fact may well be an immediate 
consequence of Saturday’s failure to produce 
a competitive performance against an 
Ireland team which does not do ‘ friendly’- 
and is simply focused on winning each and 
every game in the run-up to RWC 2015. 

Another will be Gatland’s first cull of 
squad players from 46 to 36-38 later this 
week. He has already signalled that the 
display against Ireland “has a huge 
significance.. .It was an opportunity for 
players to go out there and perform...” 

Heads will now roll, and it will be 
interesting to see where the axe will fall...will 
it be tight forwards who were found lacking 
in the battle for possession up front, or 
mishandling backs, who will be held most 
responsible for one of the worst displays in 
Gatland’s seven-year tenure? 

There will be a lot of nervous players looking 
to their head coach for reassurance this week. 

Halfbacks Mike Phillips and James Hook, in 
particular, who struggled behind a well-beaten 
pack in the first half, are said to be about to pay 
the price for a dismal display that stemmed 
primarily from the failings of the Welsh front 
five. What a sad end that would be to their 
international careers.
